In this humble 
log cabin some of the prominent men 
of that day were guests, among them

home was the stopping place cf all 
travelers and a genuine southern hos- 
i pitalitv greeted all.

| Worth, where he lived with his son, 
; John Woody, but several times a year 
the old pioneer would journey to De­ 
catur to pay visits to his relatives 1 
and friends. 
A short time ago he 
came up to visit his daughter, Mrs. 
Badger, and it was while on this vis­ 
it he sickened and died. 
In the death of this pioneer the 
last member of that intrepid band 
that blazed the way for the present 
day civilization in the good year 1854 
passes away, and ii. his going the 
link that tends the old with the new 
order is broken.
